ΠΈΒΕΙΙ lawyers meet in Germany 
ito settle a claim concerning a 
large sum of money psid into a 
8 Swiss bank in 1938: ‘an Engllsh- 
man, a German and, from Israel, 
Grunwald, an elderly German Jew.

The plot servos 
to explore their attitudes; the wnl- 
ter's comprehension of his aubject 
matter makes Lionel Davidson's 
MAKING GOOD AGAIN (Penguin) 
a book to be taken seriously. 

His three previous novels have 
egtablished Davidson's reputation as 
a superb storyteller; here, the 
story-llne as Ἐξ moves along collects 
rather a lot of debria —- left finally 
as loose ends, which is a pity be- 
cause of the excellence of ‘this book 
on @ much higher level.

The past that never was

iu the consclous mind, of his 20th- 
century self, He 18 obsessed with 
that time, those people, that vib- 
rant Cornish coast (the setting, hy 
the way, of many of Miss Du 
Maurier's novela) and these drive 
everything else from his mind and 
heart. His personal Ife seems 
pallid beside this resurrection. 
Even in his own time; that past 
‘becomes his major concern. He 
pores over histories and chronicles, 
he wandera through the country- 


side, trying always to reconstruct 
the landscape of the past, and not 
only out of a desire te know ‘t 
but also out of an awareness that 
ignorance of It may mean danger. 
And, in fact, the changes wrought 
by time and men do cause him 
embarrassment, endanger his life, 
and in the course of the novel, 
cause the death of another. Still, 
Richard persists. His relationship 
with his wife suffera. He falla in 
love with Isclda in that past, a 
feckless Tristram who can never 
consummate his passion. 

Richard never doubts that he is 
visiting the past. Neither does the 
reader. And Misa du Maurler makes 
us care not only about Richard, 
his wife, and hig friends in the 
present, but also about those in the 
lost past — a past which, she 
slyly suggests In passing, just may 
not have existed, at least, not in 
that way. For the themes of hallu- 
cination and reality, and that of 
a turbulent past impinging on the 
present, pervade the book, and lend 
to what is essentially an enter- 
tainment, a bit of philosophical 
welght not usually found in escape 
fiction. That is very refreshing. 
But perhaps the greatest charm of 
this skillfully written story ia that 
It manages to smash our romantic 
notions about the serenity of buco- 
lle Ife In the Middle Ages, and to 
convey to the reader tts brutality 
and its harshness ag well as ita
